The media role in mass 
murders... 


TO THE POINT 
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44 OU’RE going to read about me 

Jl in the papers.” 

That’s what Stockton, California, mass 
murderer Patrick Purdy told a bar¬ 
tender (California Attorney General’s 
Report: Patrick Edward Purdy and the 
Cleveland School Killings , October, 
1989) two weeks before he went on his 
shooting rampage a year ago at the 
Cleveland Elementary School with his 
AK-47 rifle, killing five students and 
injuring 29 others and a teacher before 
taking his own life. 

Purdy, who had a long criminal 
record, had apparently planned for 
some time his attack on the helpless 
children attending the school, where 
he himself had gone as a child. 

As Purdy had undoubtedly intended, 
the shootings drew massive national 
media attention. 

The press people came running from 
far and wide across the country and 
around the world, and the incident was 
used to generate a historically un¬ 
precedented, enormous wave of mass 
hysteria over firearms ownership in 
the largely anti-gun-ownership mass 
media, the gullible public it influences, 
and among left-wing politicians. 

Across the country in Louisville, Ken¬ 
tucky, another mentally disturbed and 
disgruntled man, Joseph Wesbecker, 
was no doubt highly interested in all 
the attention and notoriety Patrick 
Purdy got by gunning down a lot of 
people. Eight months later, Wesbecker, 
who had been retired on disability 


Illustrated by John Florio, 


from the printing plant where he 
worked, returned to the plant heavily 
armed and committed an act of out¬ 
rageous violence closely paralleling 
that committed by Patrick Purdy: Wes¬ 
becker roamed the plant shooting peo¬ 
ple wherever he found them, killing 
and wounding several and then shoot¬ 
ing himself to death before police could 
stop him. 

In Wesbecker’s home police found a 
copy of a February Time Magazine 
opened to the report of the Purdy mas¬ 
sacre. As reported in the “Neal Knox 
Report” in Shotgun News , ‘Almost 
immediately after that Time article 
appeared Wesbecker purchased two 
MAC-10/lls such as Purdy had also 
purchased (after going though Califor¬ 
nia’s vaunted waiting period/screening 
system), then on May 1 he purchased 
a semi-auto AK-47S, the gun the press 
accounts about Purdy made famous. 

“Like Purdy, Wesbecker used the AK 
when he went on his 30-minute ram¬ 
page, killing seven and wounding 13 
before killing himself with an autoload¬ 
ing 9 mm pistol.” Purdy also, by the 
way, killed himself with a 9 mm pistol 
after shooting all the children with his 
AK-47S. 

More recently, a student at Loara 
High School here in Anaheim, Califor¬ 
nia, took a classroom of students host¬ 
age and shot one of them with a .22 
caliber semiautomatic pistol. He later 
surrendered to police and it was learned 
he had been carrying around with him 


a newspaper clipping about another 
high school student in Kentucky who 
had also taken a classroom hostage 
with a gun. The Anaheim student, 
Cory Robb, was quoted as saying, “I 
think what this kid in Kentucky did 
was real cool, although he made some 
mistakes.” 

Very shortly after the Anaheim inci¬ 
dent, a 33-year-old man, George Wil¬ 
liam Burnside, apparently distraught 
over the breakup of his relationship 
with his girlfriend, burst into her 
home with a shotgun, killing her son 
and holding her parents hostage before 
surrendering to police. The incident 
was front-page news in the Los Angeles 
Times and other media the next day. 

My point in relating all this is that 
the media regards such violence as big 
“news” and plays it up heavily. The 
media sensationalizes violence and 
trades on it. 

While so many in our largely left¬ 
leaning mass media self-righteously 
pontificate and editorialize about the 
supposed need to ban and/or severely 
restrict public firearms ownership, the 
mass media itself is, through the 
tremendous attention it gives people 
who commit such acts of violence, act¬ 
ing to promote that violence. 

We don’t know how many Joseph 
Wesbeckers and Patrick Purdys there 
are out there in our society today, but 
in our large, crowded, complex and 
stressful culture, there are certainly 
numerous other disturbed people like 
these mass killers who may well be 
moved to commit desperate acts of vio¬ 
lence like Purdy and Wesbecker. 

Besides our need to study the lives 
and motives of people like Purdy and 
Wesbecker, it is, in my opinion, time 
to question the mass media’s role in 
influencing such people. Perhaps it’s 
time to consider curbs on how the 
press reports on and, unquestionably, 
influences such acts of violent, anti¬ 
social behavior. 

I know many in the media will rail 
at this proposal as an unconstitutional 
infringement on their First Amend¬ 
ment right of free speech, but since 
these same people so pompously dis¬ 
regard the Second Amendment right 
to keep and bear arms of the public, 
why should we be so concerned about 
their abuse of the First Amendment?

Water/Oil Crisis 

In January 1988 an Ashland Oil storage tank burst open, 
releasing 3 million gallpns of diesel fuel into the Monongahela 
River and creating the worst inland oil spill in U.S. history .. .

F OR those individuals who de¬ 
pended on the Monongahela and 
Ohio Rivers for their source of fresh, 
clean drinking water, the New Year 
started off with a real bangl 
On January 2, 1988, an Ashland oil 
storage tank, located along the bank 
of the Monongahela River in Jeffer¬ 
son, Pennsylvania, burst at the seams, 
releasing 3 million gallons of diesel 
fuel. The debris from the force of the 
rupture then tore open a gasoline 
tanker, letting loose an additional 
20,000 gallons of gasoline in an even 
worse disaster. 

The worst inland oil spill in the his¬ 
tory of the United States had just 
started. 

As soon as they could, workers placed 
air bags around the spill to try and 
contain some of the escaping liquid. 
The workers also plugged the holes in 
the ruptured gas tank. 

Authorities were concerned about the 
explosive vapor that was produced

when diesel fuel and gasoline are 
mixed. 

The smell of the mixed fuels could 
be detected as far south as Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. But health officials said 
there was no threat from the smell. 


With the weather windy and ex¬ 
tremely cold, the 20-mile long oil slick 
began to move down river at 3 miles 
per hour. 

Oil spills of up to 100,000 gallons 
had been treated with chemicals — 
powdered activated carbon, aeration 
and sodium chloride in combination 
with chlorine — but this spill was well 
over a million gallons. 

Within hours of the disaster, Gov. 
Robert P. Casey placed the Pennsyl¬ 
vania National Guard on alert to 
be ready to make emergency water 
deliveries. 

The governor also urged the gov¬ 
ernors of West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Illinois, Indiana, and members of Con¬ 
gress to ask the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency to declare the sit¬ 
uation a federal spill, bringing in more 
government help. 

Families that lived in a 10-square- 
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Water mules from the military were placed in the 
Wheeling Civic Center where water was 
dispensed to citizens. 

mile area near the collapsed facility 
were moved to a high school south of 
Pittsburgh because of the potentially 
explosive vapor that was produced by 
the two fuels. They were allowed to 
return to their homes in 12 hours. 

Evidence of the spill was a dirty 
brown color on the surface of the 
water, and dead fish. Some of the fish 
were bottom feeders, indicating the 
spill was deep below the surface. 

The cause of the collapse was soon 
under investigation, but no leads could 
be found as to why the storage tank 
broke apart. 

Meanwhile, as the spill flowed into 
the Ohio River from the Monongahela 
River (the flow of the two rivers were 
a bit slower than usual because of the 
cold weather), most communities were 
unconcerned because they got their 
water from underground wells. Though, 
if the water level in these wells de¬ 
creased to a very low point, the forces 
of nature would draw contaminated 
river water into those wells. Then those 
residents would really have a problem. 

But this wasn’t the case for all the 
cities lying along the banks of the 
Ohio River. And in these cities local 
city officials started making plans for 

dealing with the oil monster. 

East Liverpool, Ohio, became the

first upper Ohio Valley community to 
be struck by the oil menace. But 
the city that was to be the most 
affected by the floating nightmare on 
the Ohio River was Wheeling, West 
Virginia, which provided water for 
60,000 residents. 

Unfortunately, several months ago, 
the city of Wheeling had to put five 
1-million-gallon tanks out of commis¬ 
sion. This meant that if the city’s 
water plant was shut down for more 
than six hours, water shortages would 
begin to appear throughout the city. 

In the meantime, clean up efforts 
around the site of the spill proceeded 
slowly. State and federal personnel 
were trying to assess the damage. Boat 
traffic was also restricted in those por¬ 
tions of the river affected by the spill. 

As the glob of oil — now 50 to 70 
miles long with the actual portion that 
was harmful 14 to 15 miles long — 
continued to move, the word in Wheel¬ 
ing was “DON’T PANIC!” Though, 
Wheeling city officials were inundated 
with phone calls. 

Wheeling city crews began placing 
6-inch plastic pipe across the Aetnaville 
and Conrail Bridge to transport water 
from Ohio to WTheeling. 

West Virginia Gov. Arch A. Moore, 


Jr. also made available state owned 
trucks to transport water to Wheeling 
and surrounding communities. Offi¬ 
cials from the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, the EPA, the Coast Guard 
and Ashland Oil also came to Wheel¬ 
ing to provide assistance. A water con¬ 
servation plan was established. 

An Ashland company spokesman 
acknowledged the fact that the oil tank 
that collapsed was constructed in 1986 
from steel used in a 40-year-old tank, 
and that the steel was attached to a 
new foundation. 

Ashland also admitted that their 
engineers departed from industry stan¬ 
dards by not performing a full hydro 
test: a test in which the tank is filled 
to capacity to check for leaks. 

Oil Monster Strikes — On Friday, 
January 9,1988, when Wheeling resi¬ 
dents were filling everything that could 
hold water, when neighbor was help¬ 
ing neighbor (though there were those 
neighbors and individuals who only 
cared for themselves), when businesses, 
notably McCann Distributing, were 
passing out bottled water, the oil mon¬ 
ster struck. 

At that time, the officials who were 
gathered at the Warood Filtration 
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Water/Oil Crisis 



Plant noticed a strong odor coming 
from t he water. It was then that Wheel¬ 
ing City Manager Mike Nau ordered 
the river intake valves closed. 

At that precise moment, the city 
went to its reserve water supply of 9 
million gallons, and the use of four 
barges (donated by Ashland) to haul 
water from Wheeling Creek to the 
water treatment plant. 

Once there, the water would be 
treated and put into tanker trucks 
which would deliver the water to areas 
where shortages were sure to occur. 

But, water problems were only the 
beginning for the city of Wheeling 
under siege by the creature of oil. 

Once the river intake valves were 
closed, the water level in the reserve 
tanks began to drop. By 2 p.m. Satur¬ 
day, the level of water had dropped to 
five feet. By 3 p.m., the level of water 
was only three feet. 

The dramatic drop in water occurred 
because some residents ignored con¬ 
servation methods or started stockpil¬ 
ing after the water shutdown. 

That same day a major fire broke 
out, destroying a home located at the 
Olgaby Park Estates. The house was 
fully engulfed in flames when fire¬ 
fighters arrived. Since the house could 
not be saved, the firemen followed nor¬ 
mal procedures. 

Worse yet was an 8-inch water main 
break in Bethlehem, West Virginia, fol¬ 
lowed by two more water pipe breaks. 

This last bit of calamity made city 


officials decide it was time to instruct 
all businesses in the Ohio County to 
close. Grocery stores, drug stores, gas 
stations and hospitals were the only 
essential businesses that could remain 
open. 

With the city’s water supply in peril, 
and the weather cold and windy, things 
looked pretty dismal for the residents 
of Wheeling. 

By 5 p.m. that same day (Saturday) 
water was being pumped from the four 
tanker barges, each containing 1 mil¬ 
lion gallons of water, into the city’s 
filtration system. 

In addition, divers attempted to 
install sponge filters over the two river 
intake valves to help remove the oily 
substance to permit successful treat¬ 
ment of the water. 

It was not until late Monday evening 
that the river intake valves were 
ordered back open. But, even with the 
valves open conservation methods were 
still being followed. 

In the meantime, the flaw that had 
caused the oil storage tank to burst 
open had been discovered: it was a 
dime-size tear in the aging metal that 
caused a zipper-like crack, tearing the 
storage tank apart. 

By the evening of January 12, the 
oil spill begin to pass by Wheeling and 
head toward Sistersville, West Virginia. 

Once the oil creature had passed, 
water restriction was eased, but the 
remnants of the spill, and the problems 
created by the spill, were very evident. 


Wheeling residents were warned not to use 
spring water during the oil spill crisis but this 
resident is stocking up on it anyway. 

Fish gathered from the Ohio River 
were found to have low levels of three 
chemicals; therefore, it was recom¬ 
mended by the Ohio River Valley 
Water Sanitation Commission that 
individuals use discretion in deciding 
to eat the fish they caught. 

Also absent from the river were some 
fish and birds who had not been able 
to nest properly. But, the oil monster 
had the most affect on the river up¬ 
stream of Parkersburg, West Virginia. 
Though it would be a long time before 
environmentalists would be able to 
determine the damage done to wildlife 
by the glob of oil. 

Even worse was the fact that EPA 
officials began receiving reports that 
industries were illegally dumping 
chemicals into the Ohio River, using 
the oil spill as camouflage for their 
dumping. 

Eventually, the massive oil spill, or 
what was left of it, ended up in the 
Gulf of Mexico. It was a disaster that 
should’ve never happened. Yet it did 
happen, and many people were caught 
unprepared. 

When it was all over, Wheeling City 
Manager Mike Nau had this to say: 
“I just hope we never have to go 
through this again.” 

Only the future holds the answer to 
that question. •

PO 18

Sleek new Italian import with plenty of firepower. . . 


¥17 HILE the V. Bernardelli Italian- 
rf made PO 18 double action semi¬ 
automatic pistol is not entirely new, 
the handsome and elegant redesigned 
version in 9 millimeter Parabellum 
(NATO) being imported to the U.S. is 
new and, from our experience with it, 
we're sure it will be highly regarded 
by American shooters. 

The good folks at Magnum Research, 
Inc., of Minneapolis, have donated one 
of these outstanding pistols as one of 
the top prizes in ASG's 1990 Giveaway 
No. 1 contest (see details pages 52,53). 
The redesigned PO 18 is actually one 
gun in a line of Bernardelli handguns 
and shotguns distributed in this coun¬ 
try by Magnum Research. We'll be 
doing reviews on some of the other 
guns n upcoming issues. Besides the 
17-shot (16 in the magazine plus 1 in 
the chamber) standard PO 18, Magnum 
Research has a compact version with 
14-round magazine. 

The PO 18 has all the features 
offered in today's best 9 mm DA hand¬ 
guns and then some. Besides the sleek 
lines of the pistol and its deep blue 
finish, there are two types of grips 
available: checkered black plastic and 
a rich walnut. The forged all-steel con¬ 
struction PO 18 has the American- 
style magazine release button located 
at the rear of the trigger guard and 
it’s reversible for left-handed shooters. 

There’s also a lanyard ring on the 
left side of the butt, adding to the 
military-like look of this pistol. 

The recoil-operated, locked-breech PO 
18 has a thumb-operated external slide¬ 
blocking safety for carrying it in the 
“cocked and locked” mode with a 
round in the chamber. If you prefer to 
carry it with a round chambered and 
the hammer down, you may do so with 
relative safety with the knowledge 
that the PO 18 also has a firing pin 
block safety and trigger disconnect 
safety. Additionally, there’s a half-cock 
position for the hammer. 

The top of the slide is serrated to 
reduce glare. The sights are dovetailed 
into the slide with a three white dots 
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to assist the shooter in rapid sight pic¬ 
ture acquisition. The rear sight square 
notch is screw adjustable for windage. 
Despite its all-steel construction the 
PO 18 is not particularly heavy, weigh¬ 
ing in with empty magazine at 2 lbs., 
3V2 ozs. 

Disassembly for cleaning is fast and 
requires no tools. The empty gun is 
cocked, the slide is drawn rearward to 
align notches on the slide stop and 
frame and the slide stop is then pushed 
out and removed. The slide then is 
drawn forward off the frame rails and 
removed and the barrel assembly is 
lifted out of the slide. 

Range Testing — We took the PO 18 
to a public shooting area in the south¬ 
ern California mountains with several 
types of 9 mm ammunition, including 
some full metal jacket 124-grain Chi¬ 
nese cartridges, some American Eagle 
FMJ 115-grain rounds and some Fed¬ 
eral 147-grain Hydra-Shock jacketed 
hollow point stuff.

] )' eing outdoors in the winter is 
i j invigorating. And with each 
new snowfall, there’s a virgin, un¬ 
tracked world to explore.

Snare 

Power 




Snares can keep you well fed, make you money, 
come to your defense... 




By John Messineo 

A IRCRAFT cable does more than 
hold planes together, it can pro¬ 
vide you with food and even act as a 
defense system. 

Snares fashioned from such cable 
make fast-acting, sure-holding traps. 
Trappers have known about snares for 
generations, but today’s technology has 
pulled the snare out of the dark ages 
and turned it into a finely tuned 
instrument. 

Gone is the flimsy wire with an open 
“eye” for the loop to slide through. 
Tbday’s cable snares are equipped with 
fast-acting and sure-holding locks. 
These features insure that the snare 
will make a quick and secure catch. 

Snares cause mixed reactions in 
different states. In some states it is 
illegal to use them while in other 
states snares are the only legal means 
to take furbearers. Check your state’s

regulations before you use snares for 
recreation since some states have res¬ 
trictive regulations. For example, Colo¬ 
rado allows snares for taking fur- 
bearers but not for the taking of game 
animals such as rabbits. 

Good quality snares make excellent 
survival and everyday food gathering 
equipment. But you must keep a few 
things in mind. One snare is not going 
to supply you with much in the way 
of food. Sure, it only takes one snare 
to catch an animal, but that snare 
must be set in the correct place. If an 
animal doesn’t go through the snare, 
you have no chance of catching it. 
Snares, while good tools, are not per¬ 
fect. They do miss catching animals 
that come along. They miss because 
the animal bumped the snare and it 
closed before the animal put its head 
through the loop. They also miss be¬ 
cause wind blew the snare and it was 
closed when the animal came along. 
An excellent snareman whom I know 
figures two misses for each catch. And 
this is from a man who knows his 
business. 

r Ib rely on snares as a means of 
gathering food you need to depend on 
numbers. Large quantities of snares 


put the odds in your favor. But no 
matter how many snares you put out, 
if they are not in the correct places 
you’ll have no catch. You need large 
numbers of snares because in addition 
to covering an area, snares that do 
make a catch are often destroyed. Rac¬ 
coons in particular negate the second 
use of a snare cable. Though the locks 
and swivels are often reusable, the 
cable nearly always needs replacing 

So, how many snares should you 
have? If one is too few what number 
is too many? It depends on what you 
plan for your snares. If you only want 
to carry some in a day pack or sur¬ 
vival pack, four to six may be enough. 
If you hope to run a long trapline to 
earn extra money, 300 may be a more 
realistic figure. If you think that quan¬ 
tity is high, consider this. I know of 
one longline raccoon trapper who takes 
over 200 coon a year with snares. 
Every one of those snares has to be 
replaced to keep his line working Now 
consider the snares he had set that 
never connected. In a given season he 
may handle 500 snares. 

Those are the extremes. We may all 
want to have a few snares in our pack, 
but few of us will want to deal with 


a full time trapline. Two or three 
dozen good quality snares will fit the 
demands and needs of most of us. 

Right here and now I’ll tell you of 
my views of snares made from monofil¬ 
ament fish line or thin wire. I wouldn’t 
waste my time with any of them. The 
monofilament snare is hard to set and 
it is equally as hard to keep in oper 
ating order. They are blown about in 
the wind and don’t hold their shape 
very well. Thin wire snares are also 
poor performers. They hold shape bet¬ 
ter but they are not very strong. 

The first snare I used was home 
made from two strands of thin copper 
wire that I had twisted together. It 
had a self-locking eye and was of the 
correct stiffness to hold the loop open. 

I placed it in a beaver run, hoping 
to add to the camp meat supply while 
on an elk hunting trip. Well, I did 
everything right in selecting the spot 
to catch the beaver. I caught it all 
right, but I didn’t hold it for long 
Once in the snare the beaver put up 
a good fight, and, by the looks of 
things, did a lot of twisting and roll¬ 
ing. At any rate the beaver out-muscled 
the snare, and the broken wires con¬ 
tained only a few beaver hairs. 

These types of snares do work. They 
work fine for rabbits, squirrels and 
other small animals. However, a snare 
that can catch and hold only a very 
small animal is of limited use. 

Survival Situation — In a survival 
situation one small animal is not 
going to make that much difference 
in whether you live or die. A rabbit 
will supply you with a pound or so of 
meat, while a beaver will often tip the 
scale at over 35 pounds. It is for this 
reason that I feel a person should opt 
for the stronger cable snares. 

A cable snare doesn’t rule out catch¬ 
ing squirrels or rabbits, it just expands 
your catch to include such animals as 
raccoon, beaver, coyote and even bobcat. 

When good trappers use snares they 
can target the animal they intend to 
take. Most important they know how 
to avoid catching unwanted animals. 
Deer are a good example of an animal 
that trappers avoid. Often a location 
that will produce coyotes is along a 
cattle or game trail. A poorly con¬ 
structed snare set can catch deer. By 
the way, the deer will not be caught 
around the neck, they will be caught 
by the foot. 

It is a very simple matter to make 
deer avoid the snare. A stick placed 
on an angle over the top of the snare 
will cause the deer to jump the snare. 
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Snare Power

Some of the newer types of cable 
snares are designed with locks that 
breakaway when an accidental catch 
of a deer is made. This is fine for fur 
trapping and everyday food gathering. 
In a survival situation you’ll need to 
hold on to whatever you catch. 

Cable snares come in various sizes 
or gauges of galvanized aircraft cable. 
Usually from Vi6 to 3 /32 of an inch. 
They are even offered in a variety of 
twists, such as 7x7 or 1x19. Thp snare- 
men prefer certain diameter cable cou¬ 
pled with the “right” twist to use on 
different animals. 

This shouldn’t concern the beginning 
snare user at all. Snares are sold by 
sizes that are matched to the animals 
you intend to catch. As a general rule 
I think the best all-around size is 
Gregerson’s number 4. This is coyote, 
beaver and raccoon size. 

Since you can take animals by using 
steel traps or by hunting, why then 
should you consider using a device 
that has been used by man since about 
15,000 B.C.? Because snares can offer 


an efficient and low cost means of 
providing for yourself. They also offer 
a quiet way to harvest animals. Snares 
can be set so the animal is caught 
around the neck and is found dead 
when you check the set. If a snared 
animal is still alive when you arrive 
to check, a .22 short can be used to 
dispatch the animal. The short is a 
relatively quiet round. In situations 


where no noise is a requirement, a 

club can be used. When I say club, I 
don’t mean you have to bludgeon the 
animal to death. A sharp blow to the 
head, “between the eyes” like the old 
slaughter house method, is quick and 
efficient. 

Tailing you how to dispatch the 
animal may be putting the horse be¬ 
fore the cart. I need to tell you how 
to get the animal in the snare in the 
first place. Catching any animal re¬ 
quires some knowledge of the animal’s 
habits. You must have the snare in a 
location that the animal uses. 

The snare not only must be in the 
proper location, it also needs to have 
the correct loop size and hanging 
height. Hanging height refers to the 
height of the bottom of the loop off the 
ground. Loop sizes vary with the spe¬ 
cies you intend to catch. The loop for 
fox is about eight inches while coyote 
and beaver require a 12- to 14-inch 
loop. Beaver and coyote have the same 
size loop, however the hanging height 
is different. Beaver snares are set four 
inches above the ground and coyote 
snares are set with 12 inches of space. 
A common misconception is how the 
snare loop is set in relation to the 
ground. Most people believe the loop 
is laid out parallel to the ground. In 
actuality, it is set perpendicular to the 
ground. The snare is placed this way 
whether you intend to make a neck 
or foot catch. 

Snares are set where a trail is natur¬ 
ally narrowed. Often a trail will pass 
next to a tree, rock or fence. Such 
obstacles will help guide the animal 
through the snare. Other good places 
are fence crawl-unders where animals 
follow a trail that goes under a fence. 

Most snare sets are of the blind type, 
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ing other animals also.

meaning they are usually set without 
the use of baits or lure. They are 
placed in a narrowed spot in the trail 
in an attempt to catch the animal as 
it makes its rounds. These rounds may 
be nightly in some raccoon areas or 
they could be up to two-week intervals 
in coyote areas. 

Tb make a snare set you will need 
more than just a snare. You will need 
wire to attach the snare to a tree, 
fence post or stake. This wire should 
be 14% gauge (like bailing wire) dou¬ 
bled. In some situations you may even 
want to increase to three strands. The 
wire also functions as a means of 
stabilizing and adjusting the snare. 
This is important to insure proper 
snare placement and a good catch. 

Other equipment needed is mini¬ 
mum. I’d suggest a good pair of wire 


cutting pliers and a hammer for driv¬ 
ing the stakes. Stakes are either wood 
or iron rebar. Also handy to have are 
a few trapping books. While most trap¬ 
ping books deal with conventional 
traps, it is possible to pick up some 
useful tips that can be related to 
snares. An excellent and inexpensive 
book on raccoon trapping is Russ Car¬ 
man’s Raccoon Trapping Methods. This 
book doesn’t deal with snares, but it 
does show sets made with conibear 
killer traps. At most of these sets a 
snare can be substituted for the killer 
trap. Tbm Krause has a book called 
Dynamite Snare and Snaring that is 
good. Snaring Coyotes by Boddicker 
and Gregerson is a book that deals 
only with snares. It is concerned mainly 
with coyotes, but it has good general 
information and useful tips for snar¬ 


Snares For Defense — Now you know 
that snares can be used to catch 
animals for fur and food. But how can 
they be used for your defense? 

They can be set up in a perimeter 
to protect your camp from marauding 
animals. In a survival situation you 
could be confronted with roving dog 
packs or even dogs that are on your 
trail. Snares set in trails will often 
stop these dogs, but they won't kill 
them. Almost every dog caught in a 
snare will stop when the loop tightens. 
You see, dogs are leash and collar 
trained and will just stop and wait for 
their master. Coyotes will even do this, 
unless the trapper provides a solid 
object for the animal to get entangled 
with. This method should work with 
dogs also. 

If you must dispatch a dog in a 
snare, you can use the quick means 
mentioned for furbearers. If you want 
to try to kill a dog with a snare you 
could try entanglement. 

The animal that most often follows 
trails is man. If you are ever in a posi¬ 
tion where you need to protect yourself 
from your fellow man, snares can be 
useful. A snare that is placed with the 
bottom of the loop on or just off the 
ground will catch a human foot. Of 
course a man caught in a leg snare 
won’t stay caught for very long. It is 
a simple matter to release a snare and 
get your foot out. Simple that is if no 
pressure is applied to the snare. 

You may be thinking of a lifting pole 
set-up that works on animals or the 
method we’ve all seen in the movies. 
It’s the one where the bad guy steps 
into the snare, trips the release and 
up he goes, head hanging off the 
ground. I would guess this could be 
done, but it would be hard to set up 
a heavy enough lift pole to get the 
job done. 

A better method would be to rig the 
snare up to a pole weighted to lift a 
man’s leg high enough off the ground 
with pressure on the loop. This should 
keep your catch in place. 

Snares can also be set as trip wires 
to drop nets, logs or whatever. The 
snare with its positive hold makes cer¬ 
tain a good pull is made when the 
wire is hooked to alarms, lights or 
rigged to pull the pin on anything. 

Snares have many uses and will 
make a useful tool for you to have in 
your equipment store. Snares can 
keep you well fed, make you money 
on a trapline, and even come to your 
defense. •

¥¥/■ ATCHING a demonstration 

rr video tape of the new “Inertia- 
Fire” trigger activator from Orpheus 
Industries, we were amazed at the 
machine gun-like rapid fire that was 
achieved and decided to put this device 
to the test. 

Available for $39.95 postpaid from 
Orpheus Industries, Dept. ASG, P.O. 
Box 1415, Montrose, CO 81402; (303) 
249-0108; the “Tri-Burst” trigger acti¬ 
vator from Orpheus, which provides 
rapid three-shot bursts from semiau¬ 
tomatic rifles can also be used for 
strings of full-automatic-like fire. 

The Inertia-Fire Tri-Burst is avail¬ 
able for most semiautomatic paramili¬ 
tary rifles with the exception of most 
9 millimeter and .22 caliber firearms 
which don't have enough necessary 
recoil to use the device effectively. We 
tried the Inertia-Fire device on an HK 
91 .308 rifle, a Poly Technologies 7.62 
x 39 caliber AK-47 and 5.56 caliber 
Colt AR-15 A2 HBAR Sporter. 

The devices are simple to install and 
in most cases don’t require any modifi¬ 
cation of the firearm. In the case of 
the Colt HBAR we used, it was neces¬ 
sary to use a 1 /8-inch drift punch to 
knock out the roll pin that holds the 
trigger guard in place and remove the 
trigger guard before installing the trig¬ 
ger activator, but this was easily done 
without damaging the rifle, roll pin or 
trigger guard and these latter two 
items can be quickly re-installed when¬ 
ever the shooter desires. 

At the shooting area where rapid fire 
was permitted we put the Inertia-Fire 
devices to the test and were very 
pleased with the results, except for the 
HK 91 on which, we learned later, we 
had improperly installed the trigger 
activator. More about that in a moment. 

We achieved rapid fire easily with 
the Colt and AK, emptying several 
30-round magazines of ammo while 
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using the Tri-Burst Inertia-Fire trig¬ 
ger activators, but this requires some 
practice. 

Once the device is properly installed 
according to instructions provided with 
it, you hold the rifle at your hip with 
your left hand on the fore end or 
guard and the right index finger (or 
other finger) only placed on the trig¬ 
ger. You then push the rifle slightly 
with your left hand while keeping the 
trigger finger stationary. The weapon’s 
recoil cycles the action repeatedly, 
providing rapid, machine gun-like fire. 

It definitely takes some practice to 
achieve the inertia-fire effect, and we 
found we had little control over the 
direction of our fire, but you do get the 
feel of full-automatic-type fire. 

We learned from Vincent Troncoso 
of Orpheus Industries that we had not 
installed the HK 91 Inertia-Fire device 
far enough back on the trigger guard. 
You have to cock the rifle and slide 
the mounting bracket back until the 
trigger is so far to the rear that it’s 
just about to the point where the 
weapon will fire. This is where you 
leave the trigger activator to operate 
it for full-auto-type firing. We’re told 
there’s no need to modify the HK 91’s 
heavy trigger pull with the Inertia-

Fire activator properly installed. We 
plan on trying this again when we get 
the time. As it was we were able to 
get two-shot and three-shot bursts of 
fire only with the HK 91 we used. 

If you don’t mind wasting your 
ammo, this is a whole lot of fun, abso¬ 
lutely fascinating, and definitely im¬ 
pressive. It’s the closest thing we’ve 
ever seen or experienced to true full- 
automatic machine gun fire, although 
it’s not the same as firing a real 
machine gun, which you would have 
much better control over. •

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Instability, Terrorism: 

Unrest In Mexico 


If Mexico erupts in a Marxist-inspired revolution, what will be the U.S. response.. . ? 



i-ederal law enforcement agencies do not have the manpower to stem the refugee tide from Mexico if a 
bloody revolution should occur.

O NE school of thought within the 
intelligence community compares 
the present state of Mexico to Iran 
on the eve of Khomeini’s revolution. 
Like the monarchy of Iran, which was 
thought to be stable and unshakable 
so too, the Institutional Revolutionary 
Party (PRI) which has ruled Mexico 
without any upheavals for almost 
65 years, is considered stable and 
entrenched. 

The United States government, as 
well as the people of our country, have 
become complacent about the social, 
political, and especially the economic 
turmoil in Mexico. After all, Mexico 


has “always been there” for fun and 
games across the border, and for tour¬ 
ism. Just as we overlooked the pres¬ 
sures building among the fundamen¬ 
talist Shiites in Iran, so we are now 
neglecting the pressures building 
among the poverty-stricken masses 
of Mexico. 

The Soviet Union is vitally interested 
in the political and economic turmoil 
in Mexico. Soviet interest goes back 
to the Mexican revolution of 1910 and 
the subsequent civil war which para- 
lelled the Soviet revolution. There was 
a definite radical-left streak in the 
Mexican revolt, anti-capitalist in na¬ 
ture and directed, to some degree, 
against the big American corporations 
which dominated Mexico’s economy. 


The Soviet Union helped to create and 
nurture the Mexican Communist Party 
and, although it has never been very 
strong, it could be a powerful factor 
in organizing a Marxist uprising. 

Mexico almost went over the brink 
of revolution in 1968. That was the 
year when hundreds of students and 
workers were shot down by the army 
and government-sponsored vigilantes 
in the Plaza of the Three Cultures in 
Mexico City. Terrorist and bandit gangs 
roamed at will throughout the states 
of Chiapas, Oaxaca, and Guerrero. Cor¬ 
ruption in high places was rampant. 
It was discovered that Mexico’s City’s 
police chief, an old crony of the presi¬ 
dent’s, was building a $17,000,000 
mansion complete with indoor polo 
fields, several swimming pools and 
tennis courts. . . all on an annual 
salary of $16,000 a year. 

But more frightening than the riots 
or disclosures of corruption, was the 
discovery of a massive Soviet KGB plot 
to destabilize the country, plunge it 
into revolution, and declare a Marxist 
Mexico. The KGB, in full collusion 
with its Cuban counterpart, the DGI, 
recruited native Mexican dissidents 
and sent them to North Korea for 
sabotage and terrorist training. Just 
prior to the scheduled assault on Mex¬ 
ico, the returned terrorists had honey¬ 
combed Mexican society and were 
ready to strike. The plot was discovered 
by a fluke and sheer dumb luck, and 
the Mexican police forces — in a rare 
display of efficiency — rolled up the 
conspiracy and arrested dozens of 
Marxist guerrillas and terrorists. Many 
Soviet “diplomats,” most of whom were 
KGB agents, were expelled from the 
country. The government of Mexico 
came within a whisker of severing 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet 
Union. Follow-up investigations unco¬ 
vered further evidence that the Soviets 
had been building up a guerrilla- 
terrorist infrastructure which would 
exploit the terrible misery in Mexico 
and create a wave of terror when con- 
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The 23 September Communist League terrorist trainees are constantly on the move to avoid detection 
and capture. 


ditions were ripe. 

Just how desirable is Mexico from 
a Soviet point of view? How vulner¬ 
able? First of all, the Soviets have 
made no secret of their desire to have 
access to the 2,000-mile desert border 
between Mexico and the United States. 
The Russians already have “consu¬ 
lates” in the Mexican border cities 
of Cuidad Juarez, opposite El Paso, 
Nogales, Sonora, and Tijuana near San 
Diego. 

These “consulates” are large and 
overstaffed and were not built to serve 
the non-existent Soviet tourists in Mex¬ 
ico. The tops of the consulate buildings 
bristle with antennas of every kind to 
ferret out secrets from America's elec¬ 
tromagnetic emissions; radar frequen¬ 
cies, telemetry from missile tests, and 
radio-telephonic communications. One 
of their primary missions is to assist 
in slipping in spies, saboteurs, and ter¬ 
rorists into the U.S. 

Another element of Soviet influence 
and operations in Mexico are the trade 
missions which the Russians are estab¬ 
lishing along the U.S. border. So far, 
five have been set up, each one near 
an area critical to American national 
security. Like the consulates, these 
missions are nothing more than a 
cover for Soviet operations against the 
United States. 

It is likely that the Soviet Union 

will not have to exert much effort to 

destabilize Mexico. Mexico is begin¬ 
ning to crumble from inside from her 
own internal dry rot. The Mexican 
peso has been devalued time and time 


again until it may hit 5,000 to the 
dollar in the near future. The Mexican 
middle class could evaporate and the 
working class will be unable to feed 
itself. This is when street fighting is 
most likely to erupt plunging the coun¬ 
try into anarchy. The rich will flee, 
taking most of their wealth with them 
and join their Swiss bank accounts. 

Only 20 percent of the Mexican econ¬ 
omy is in private hands. Banks in 
Mexico city are surrounded by secu¬ 
rity guards encased in protective gear 
and are armed to the teeth in broad 
daylight. Gangs rove even the class¬ 
iest sections of Mexico City armed with 
straight razors and knives stopping 
whole columns of passing cars and 
demand money, jewelry, and anything 
else of value. 

The Presidential Palace is now 
guarded by units of the Mexican Navy 
because the special presidential guard 
is no longer trusted by the govern¬ 
ment. The enormous profits earned 
from oil in the 1970s and early 1980s 
have been largely squandered, embez¬ 
zled, or diverted by high officials to 
Swiss banks for private use. 

The largest number of landless pea¬ 
sants in the Western Hemisphere are 
in Mexico. Millions are leaving the 
poverty-stricken countryside and flee¬ 
ing to the big cities — particularly 
Mexico City creating horrendous pres¬ 
sures on municipal and social services. 
The shantytowns are growing at an 
alarming rate and are cesspools of 
despair and social unrest. 


Terrorist Activities — There is start¬ 
ling new evidence that the strength 
of rural guerrillas and urban terrorists 
in Mexico is growing at an alarming 
rate, and that these groups are being 
supported by Cuba, the Soviet Union, 
and North Korea. One of the largest 
— and most potent — of these groups 
is the 23 September Communist League. 
A defector from this group told Ameri¬ 
can intelligence agents that Soviet 
KGB and Cuban DGI agents are train¬ 
ing members of League in secret camps 
throughout Mexico. One of these camps 
is disguised as an old mining town 
and is within sight of the U.S. border. 

Guatamalan terrorist groups, pur¬ 
sued by aggressive government counter¬ 
measures, have crossed the border and 
have turned the southern Mexican 
states of Chiapas and Oaxaca into 
large-scale guerrilla-terrorist training 
camps. The ranks of the Guatamalan 
terrorists are being swelled by terrorist 
recruits from northern Mexico who go 
south for advanced training by exper¬ 
ienced Central American guerrilla 
fighters who have learned their deadly 
trade in Nicaragua and El Salvador. 

The 23 September Communist League 
was founded in 1974 after its predeces¬ 
sor group, the Revolutionary Action 
Movement (MAR) was destroyed by 
government counter-terrorist actions 
after the attempted 1968 terrorist 
assault. 

The League began its activities on 
23 September 1974 when it had its 
first clash with government troops. 
After that, the League embarked upon 
a series of spectacular and violent 
bank robberies throughout Mexico. 

Another favored tactic of the 23 Sep¬ 
tember League is the cold-blooded 
assassination of police officers and pub¬ 
lic officials. The League has initiated 
a bombing and arson campaign all over 
the country and in one incident, has 
torched and gutted a six-story depart¬ 
ment store in Guadalajara. 

From a nationwide strength of about 
2,000 10 years ago, the 23 September 
Communist League has grown dra¬ 
matically as Mexico's economic and 
political problems worsen. An accurate 
estimate is hard to determine because 
the league members are scattered, not 
only in Chiapas and Oaxaca, but also 
among the northern Mexican states of 
Chihuahua, Sonora, Nuevo Leon, Baja 
California, and Ihmaulipas. League 
cells have been reported active in 
the sprawling border cities of Ciudad 
Juarez opposite El Paso, Tfexas, and 
Ojinaga, opposite Presidio, Ifexas, as 
well as Nogales, Sonora which is across 
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Unrest in Mexico

the fence from Nogales, Arizona. Other 
23 September Communist League cells 
have been reported in the cities of Chi¬ 
huahua and Delicias. Secret League 
training camps have been rumored to 
be along the Sierra Madre mountain 
ranges of Sonora and Chihuahua. 

Defectors from the 23 September 
organization have reported that the 
training camps have been disguised to 
look like operating farms from the air. 
The local peasants have, in many 
cases, been recruited by the League to 
alert them if the Mexican police or 
army units are in the area. Much of 
the terrain is mountainous desert but 
there is also agriculture. Cotton, wheat, 
and cattle products are raised on the 
League’s “working farms” in order to 
blend in with the surrounding areas. 

The camps and the trainees are kept 
on the move in order to escape detec¬ 
tion. Units of trainees of 10 to 12 
move to the southern camps after 
“basic.” The camps themselves move 
every two to three months, but the 
basic camps usually remain in the 
northern desert states. 

An elaborate support system keeps 
the league supplied with arms and 
some of them are surprisingly sophisti¬ 
cated. Communist bloc assault rifles, 
American Ml6s and M-60 machine 
guns left behind in Vietnam, mortars 
and rocket-propelled grenades, have 
found their way into the league’s ar¬ 
senal from Cuba by way of Honduras. 
Ships carrying clandestine arms call 
regularly on Mexican west coast ports, 
particularly Baja California’s La Paz 
and Ensenada, as well as Culiacan. 
The arms are transhipped to league 
terrorist cells by trucks carrying farm 
machinery or agricultural produce. 
Smaller weapons are regularly shipped 
via bus or private vehicles as package 
inspection by the authorities is virtu¬ 
ally non-existent. 

The league usually pays for the 
weapons from the proceeds of kidnap¬ 
ping, murder-for-money, or bank rob¬ 
beries. Arms exchange deals with 
Mexico’s notorious drug-trafficers are 
also arranged since there is a symbi¬ 
otic relationship between the Mexican 
drug lords and the terrorist league 
leaders. 

Financial support also comes from 
an unexpected source: the governors 
of some of the northern states. It is 
not known if these payments are the 
result of extortion or indicators of polit- 
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ical aid, or even protection money. 

North Korea has been aiding terrorist 
groups, world-wide, for decades. Float¬ 
ing terrorist support bases in the guise 
of merchant ships, especially modified 
for terrorist support operations, have 
plied the oceans of the world carrying 
arms, funds, and trainers to desig¬ 
nated terrorist groups. Two of these 
North Korean covert action vessels, the 
CLOMAX 71 and CLOMAX 72, are 
regular callers at Mexico’s west coast 
ports carrying weapons, no doubt, to 
the league’s cells. 

Other Mexican terrorist groups too, 
have received assistance from com¬ 
munist bloc nations, primarily the 
Committee Defensa Popular, and the 
Movimiento de Liberacion Nacional. 
These two groups pose a significant 
threat to the United States as they are 
linked to domestic Hispanic extremist 
groups such as the Chicano Liberation 
Front and the Mexican-American Cru¬ 
sade for Justice. These groups demand 
the return of the seven American 
states which were created out of the 
territory wrested from Mexico in 1848, 
and the creation of an expanded, 
Marxist Mexico. 

The United States Immigration and 
Naturalization Service has issued 
repeated warnings that international 
terrorists have been slipping into the 
U.S. with impunity through our soft 
underbelly — the Mexican-U.S. border. 
Add to that the millions of others who 
slip in illegally, and the concept of a 
“border” is a fiction. 

Former Arizona governor Bruce Bab¬ 
bitt stated: “The southwest is being 
Hispanicized. In the Mexican-American 
War of 1848, we annexed the south¬ 
west. Now the Mexicans are taking it 
back. The border becomes more and 
more a juridical figment; it is dissolv¬ 
ing in real terms.” 

The Hispanic majority in the south¬ 
western states of Tfexas, Arizona, New 
Mexico, and many parts of California, 
Utah and Colorado, include the recent 
illegals from Mexico. The resulting 
poverty and social strains have created 
a new militancy among the Hispanic 
population which has found common 
cause with the dissident groups in 
Mexico. 

If Mexico erupts in a Marxist-inspired 
revolution with the inevitable civil war 
following, just how many divisions will 
be needed to defend our border? 

The defense may not be directed

against armed soldiers, but against the 
innocent men, women and children 
fleeing the holocaust. If the millions 
of panic-stricken refugees stream north¬ 
ward and begin to push over the fences 
and wade across the Rio Grande, would 
American soldiers shoot them? 

It has been known by American mili¬ 
tary analysts that the Soviet Union 
has long coveted the magnificent Mag¬ 
dalena Bay in Baja California. Naval 
strategists have long considered it to 
be the most natural harbor facing the 
Pacific. The strategic value of this har¬ 
bor is enormous — especially to Soviet 
strategists. It has an 800-mile coastline 
from which submarine-launched mis¬ 
siles are only seconds away from the 
major cities and strategic military 
bases in America’s southwest. Is an 
American president prepared to let the 
Soviet Navy develop this base at the 
invitation of a Marxist Mexico? 

A friend of mine has worked in Mex¬ 
ico as a counter-intelligence agent for 
years. He is assigned to a congression- 
ally funded intelligence task force and 
controls a network of agents who keep 
their thumbs on the political, economic, 
and social pulses of Mexico. This old 
Mexico hand made a dire prediction: 
“I fully expect that my people and I 
will have to be evacuated off the roof 
top of the American embassy in Mex¬ 
ico City when that country collapses 
into chaos — just as our people were 
in Saigon in 1975. If conditions in 
Mexico don’t improve soon — and dra¬ 
matically — you can count on it.” 

And if the conditions in Mexico don’t 
improve, the scavengers of chaos — ter¬ 
rorist organizations such as the 23 
September Communist League and 
their sponsors, the Soviet Union and 
Cuba, will reap enormous benefits and 
create the revolutionary conditions 
which could change the political com¬ 
plexion of the American southwest. •

San Francisco earthquake, Hurricane Hugo are harsh 
examples of the need for preparedness. . . 



A NYONE who has followed the 
Xm. reports coming from the areas 
hit by Hurricane Hugo and the north¬ 
ern California earthquake in recent 

months is aware of the problems faced 

by the victims of these disasters: 

The shock and suffering of people 
whose loved ones and friends were 
killed; injured people needing medical 
attention; people without shelter, food, 
water, electricity, transportation; peo¬ 
ple suddenly left on their own, without 
the governmental services they had 
come to rely on, some of them faced 
with angry, hostile mobs, or criminals 
and having to rely on their own means 
for self protection. 

At this writing the San Francisco 
area earthquake story is still unfold¬ 
ing. There were a few reports of mug¬ 
gings and looting following the devas¬ 
tation of the quake, but for the most 
part, governmental services appear to 
have been quickly restored, although 
on a limited basis in some respects. 

Hurricane Hugo is another story. In 
the Virgin Islands and South Carolina 
there were reports of violence and dis¬ 
order in the aftermath of the powerful 
tropical storm. Overtaxed police agen¬ 
cies were stretched to their manpower 
limits and beyond and the military and 
out-of-state law enforcement agencies 
were called in to lend a hand. 

In both disasters, thousands were left 
homeless with property destroyed, 
hundreds were killed or injured, and 
food, water, shelter and the amenities 
of modern life were in short supply for 
a period of time. 

This article is intended as a reminder 
for those engaged in survival prepa¬ 
rations to give consideration to all 
possible needs, and as a primer for 
those just beginning to make these 
preparations. 

Those who made survival prepara¬ 
tions tended to to fare better than 
those who did not, whether it was the 
Virgin Island vacationer or business 
person protecting their property and 
loved ones with firearms or the earth¬ 
quake victim who stocked up on food 
and water, emergency power sources 
such as gasoline generators and fire 
wood. Next month we'll be running an 
article with interviews of California 
earthquake victims in which they will 
describe what happened to them and 
how they have coped with the problems 
they were confronted with. 

I have some observations and sugges¬ 
tions on disaster preparedness which 
Til be making in a moment, but first 
let me remind readers interested in 
survival preparation that no amount

racial or class problem. It was because 
the people were not prepared with 
emergency supplies of food, water and 
clothing — not even for two weeks.

Staff Evaluation 


E came across the unusual 
COP derringer-type pistol re¬ 
cently and couldn’t resist the oppor¬ 
tunity to try it out. 

This is a used gun and though there 
may be some around on the second¬ 
hand market, the manufacturer, COP 
Inc., of Tbrrance, California, is out of 


business, so there won’t be any more 
made. 

One owner of this little blaster de¬ 
scribed firing it as “like an explosion 
in your hand,” and after shooting it 
ourselves we concluded that was a 
pretty fair description. 

The COP fires .357 Magnum ammu¬ 
nition or .38 Specials, take your pick. 
We tried it only with .357 commercial 
stuff and found it packs quite a wallop 
as far as recoil is concerned. There’s

The COP breaks open for loading and unloading by sliding the rear sight to the rear. 
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considerable muzzle blast as well with 
the ,357 rounds, but the COP will fire 
all four shots, utilizing a rotating 
hammer, as fast as you can pull the 
trigger, double action-style. It’s a long 
trigger pull, with about V^-inch of 
travel, breaking at about 12 pounds, 
but smooth. 

With its little barrel, about 1 7 /s 
inches, accuracy obviously is not great, 
but the gun is meant for close encoun¬ 
ters and it seems accurate enough for 
a backup gun. Weight empty is 27.5 
ozs. Overall length is just inches 
and height is only 4 inches. The guns 
is stainless steel with a matte finish 
and grip panels are brown checkered 
plastic.

If you fire this gun very much your 
hand starts to hurt from the bone¬ 
jarring recoil with .357 rounds. But 
it’s not meant for prolonged shooting 
anyway. 

If you're looking for a power-packed 
little backup or hideaway handgun 
and you come across the COP, you 
ought to take a good look at it. It’s 
solidly constructed of quality materials 
and certainly gives you a fistful of 
firepower. •

expose his arm to the potential threat.

“ TS hard to believe that ten years 
have come and gone,” said Soldier 
of Fortune magazine Editor/Publisher 
Robert K. Brown in his welcoming 
remarks to SOF *s 10th anniversary 
conventioneers in Las Vegas. 

“It seems like only yesterday we 
were in Columbia, Missouri, begin¬ 
ning our very first convention. We’ve 
changed since then, learned a lot, 
made our share of mistakes and grown 
into one of the best events anywhere. 
The fact that thousands of conven¬ 
tioneers, shooters and exhibitors travel 
in from all over the world each year 


to attend proves it” And so it does. 
There were approximately 10,000 visi¬ 
tors attending the seminars, shooting 
matches, firepower demonstration, ex¬ 
position and other events held over 
three days last September. 

American Sw'vival Guide and its sis¬ 
ter publication at McMullen Publish¬ 
ing, Knives Illustrated , participated in 
the exposition for the first time, and 
we were very pleased with the results. 
We met many long-time ASG readers 
and introduced the magazines to many 
other people, and we plan on being 
back next year.

“Using the crazed rampage of a 
madman in California and the war on 
drugs as pretexts, gun control advo¬ 
cates have launched the most sweep¬ 
ing attack on the right to keep and 
bear arms in American history. The 
assault, orchestrated by the hyster¬ 
ically anti-gun national media, has 
been unprecedented in its lies, invec¬ 
tive, defamation of gun owners and 
utter disregard of fundamental stan¬ 
dards of journalistic accuracy and 
balance. 

“The NRA estimates that for a per¬ 
iod of several weeks last spring the 
anti-gun movement received the equiv¬ 
alent of $10 million a year in free, 
anti-gun publicity from newspapers, 
magazines, and TV. Yet when the NRA 
attempted to buy ads to present our 
side of the story, publications like The 
Washington Post, Newsweek and Time 
refused to carry them. 

“This sustained assault has given 
gun control advocates two important 
victories. In June, the state of Califor¬ 
nia passed legislation banning sales 
of most semiautomatic rifles and re¬ 
quiring current owners to register their 
firearms. Worse, in July the Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tbbacco and Firearms — 
almost certainly on orders of the White 
House — recommended that its earlier, 
temporary ban on the import of some 
48 different types of semiautomatic 
rifles be made permanent. (The BATF’s 
“study” was a contemptibly dishonest 
document that did violence to both the 
law and the truth, and left no doubt 
as to the extremes of deceit gun con¬ 
trol advocates were prepared to go in 
order to prevail). More than half a 
dozen bills have been introduced in 
Congress to impose the same sort of 
restrictions throughout the country 
and to bring domestically produced 
firearms under them. 

“Make no mistake, the Great Gun 
Grab of 1989 is not about so-called 
“assault rifles.” Most of the bills in¬ 
troduced in the name of controlling 
“assault rifles” in fact ban or severely 
restrict practically all semiautomatic 
firearms. . . There can no longer be 
the slightest doubt the ultimate goal 
of gun control advocates is the total 
disarmament of the American people, 
the Second Amendment be damned. 
The sanctimonious liars in organiza¬ 
tions like Handgun Control Inc. are 
so confident of victory that they hardly

of planning, stockpiling supplies and 
rehearsing responses to various dis¬ 
aster scenarios will guarantee protec¬ 
tion from harm or loss of possessions. 

If you happen to be in the wrong 
place at the wrong time, your number 
may be up. You might have a home 
full of supplies, emergency money, 
weapons and so forth and then lose it 
all in the terrifying suddenness of a 
devastating earthquake or other mis¬ 
fortune, natural or manmade. 

However, some preparation is always 
better than none at all. Each of us 
must assess his or her particular sit¬ 
uation and then do what we can within 
our means. 

Survival preparations are a form of 
insurance against the inevitable risks 
and dangers of life, but there are sit¬ 
uations when the best laid plans go 
awry due to unforeseen circumstances. 

The idea behind disaster planning 
and preparation for various emergen¬ 
cies is to do everything possible and 
practical to provide yourself and your 
loved ones, friends and neighbors with 
protection and sustenance. 

I won't go into the basics of such 
survival preparations here. Local, state 
and federal governmental agencies and 
organizations such as the Red Cross 
as well as radio and television stations 
or other media and businesses offer 
basic planning guides, pamphlets and 
books and other materials on prepared¬ 
ness in abundance. 

It's important to know what possible 


problems and dangers you face in your 
particular area. Are there trains run¬ 
ning near your home or office carrying 
poisonous chemicals? Is there a nuclear 
plant or a large chemical plant nearby? 
Are you living in an area prone to the 
ravages of hurricanes, earthquakes, 
floods, etc.? 

Once you've established what threats 
you face or might face, you'll want to 
have plans or at least give some thought 
to what you would do in the event of 
a problem or worst case scenario. Where 
would you go if you had to evacuate? 
What would you need to take with 
you? What type of emergency kit 
would best serve you? What should you 
have at home, work, in your car? 

Obviously, you're going to want to 
have a certain amount of storage food 
near where you live and or work. It's 
best to rotate this food occasionally, 
using the older stuff up before it's no 
good and keeping your current stocks 
relatively fresh. There are several 
types of storage foods. Which type 
would be best for you to have? Maybe 
you’ll want to have more than one type 
or some of each type. 

Water is even more important than 
food, at least initially, and you'll want 
to have whatever amount is practical 
set aside for emergency uses and pro¬ 
tected as best as possible from con¬ 
tamination or destruction. It's also a 
good idea to have alternative water 
resources as well, such as water filtra¬ 
tion and purification devices and per¬ 
haps a plan on how to obtain natural 


sources of potable water. 

Seems to me you can never have 
enough good medical supplies. Your 
standard, run-of-the-mill first aid kit 
probably won't serve you very well in 
a real disaster. Band-aids and a little 
iodine are inadequate for dealing with 
severe injuries. The military field 
dressings and other medical supplies 
and and professional quality first aid 
kits are always preferred to the local 
five and dime store varieties. Of course 
a lot of sophisticated medical supplies 
won't do you much good if you're not 
trained and knowledgeable in how best 
to use it. A certain amount of study 
in this area is a must. I have to admit, 
I feel far from adequately trained to 
deal with severe medical emergencies, 
though I probably have more know¬ 
ledge of first aid procedures than the 
average person. 

Shelter, heat, light, emergency power 
and so forth, these could be dealt with 
in volumes if we had the space. Suffice 
it to say here that you need to give 
serious consideration to your partic¬ 
ular needs in these areas and look 
into getting what you need, keeping 
it ready for use and knowing how to 
use it. 

Weapons? Well that's another area 
of consideration that comes down to 
the individual and what he or she 
believes is best for them. There are of 
course other means of protection and 
self preservation that can be employed 
to augment or as alternatives to wea¬ 
ponry, such as burglar and perimeter 
alarms and so forth. 

And don't forget emergency commu¬ 
nications. This is another subject that 
requires a lot of space to cover in de¬ 
tail. It's vital that you have a source 
of information after a disaster. At 
the very least, you ought to have a 
high quality small AM/FM radio or, 
even better, an AM/FM/Short Wave re¬ 
ceiver, available to you with power 
sources to operate it (batteries, emer¬ 
gency generator, etc.). 

There is undoubtedly much more 
that could be said on the subject of 
survival preparedness but there isn't 
room here. I hope I've at least brought 
to mind the main subjects to consider 
in making your own plans and prepar¬ 
ations. We have for years covered these 
various subjects in more detail in this 
magazine and will continue to do so 
in the future with the aid of know¬ 
ledgeable and authoritative people. •

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JJlmergency lighting is an impor- 
J \ld tant item for survival kits, 72- 
hour supplies, and office preparedness 
kits. While flashlights and lightsticks 
have their uses at home and outdoors, 
a kerosene lamp has many advantages 
for home emergency lighting. 

Kerosene is one of the best long term 
storage fuels. Because of its low vola¬ 
tility, it is relatively safe to use. When 
burned, kerosene gives off carbon diox¬ 
ide and not the deadly carbon mono¬ 
xide. Proper ventilation is still re¬ 
quired to replentish the oxygen the 
lamp consumes as it burns. 

Kerosene lamps and lanterns are no 
longer the smoky, smelly things they 
used to be. Aladdin lamps have one 
of the most advanced burner assem¬ 
blies and are very fuel efficient. A 
single gallon of fuel will power a lamp 
for 50 hours. There is no smoke, no 
noise, and no need to pressurize the 
fuel as with most camping lanterns. 
The lamps are bright — putting out 
about the same light brightness of a 
60 watt bulb. 

NITRO-PAK has many different 
models of Aladdin lamps. The Black¬ 
out Kit sells for $21.95 plus $4 ship¬ 
ping. It has a sturdy brushed alumi¬ 
num base, a Corning glass chimney, 
and a large handle that doubles as a 
wall bracket.

This lamp has 
a tall Lox-on chimney and a mantle 
that provides the famous brillance of 
Aladdin lamps. The lamp stands 20 
inches tall and sells for $38.95 plus 
$4.50 shipping. 

The top-of-the-line Aladdin lamp is 
the “Heritage” and is actually two 
lamps in one. While electricity is still 
available, it operates like any normal 
lamp. When power is no longer there, 
the light bulb socket is replaced with 
the burner assembly and mantle. Fuel 
is stored in the handsome brass stand. 
A 12-inch milk glass shade provides 
a softer, more pleasing quality of light. 
The catalog special price of $115.95 is 
still in force. Shipping is $6. 

Power black-outs needn't be times of 
panic or dreary candle-lit darkness. A 
kerosene lamp is one of the safest fuel 
lamps for home use and with proper 
ventillation for oxygen replentishment, 
you'll enjoy a bright, happy home — a 
psychological plus during a crisis. •

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Backcountry Skiing

Olaus Magnus, in his book. History 
of the Nordic People (1555) describes 
skiing: “The inhabitants use long, flat 
pieces of wood, curved up at the front 
for their speedrunning. They tie these 
skis to their feet and with the aid of 
one stick held in their hands they 
steer themselves and thus run easily 
up and down the snow-covered moun¬ 
tains at their will. A noticeable charac¬ 
teristic of these skis is that one ski 
is a foot longer than the other; and 
the shorter of the two skis should be 
as long as the skier. The underside of 
the ski is covered with soft reindeer 
skin. . . these people managed to 
ascend mountains and rush down the 
steepest valleys which otherwise would 
have been completely inaccessable to 
man” 

Today cross-country skis are made of 
light high-tech materials like kevlar 
and fiberglass. They are narrower than 
alpine (downhill) skis to reduce fric¬ 
tion and longer in length so that they 
float over soft snow. Bindings only hold 
the toe to the ski so that you can 
“stride” or walk with the heel coming 
up after each power kick. 

Reindeer skins were attached to the 
bottom of skis when climbing steep 
trails over mountains. The nap of the 
reindeer fur faced toward the rear 
of the ski. When the ski was fully 
weighted, the hairs would dig into the 
snow and prevent backsliding. Skins 
don’t provide for very good gliding, but 
their grip is amazing. Climbing skins 
today are made out of synthetic “fur” 
and are glued on with a special adhe¬ 
sive. They are easy to put on and take 
off. Tb remove them you simply peel 
them off and stow them away in your 
pack.

Purists still use skis that require a 

complicated array of waxes with names 
like violet Fall Line base, Rode green 
glider or Jackrabbit kicker. Waxable 
skis require lots of time and a know¬ 
ledge of snow conditions. They work 
better in areas where the snow is more 
uniform with conditions less extreme. 
In parts of California, where the tem¬ 
perature hovers near freezing, you’d 
have to change wax two or three times 
within an hour. 

Ski wax is color coded and is applied 
according to the temperature and con¬ 
dition of the snow. A base wax should 
be applied to the bare plastic base of 
the ski. This protects the bottom of the 
ski and helps bind the next layer — 
the running wax — to the ski. The 
base wax should be ironed on by using 
an old iron on the “wool” setting. 
Don’t let the iron get so hot that the 
wax smokes. When the ski cools, scrape 
the surface wax off with a metal 
scraper. The pores in the base will be 
full of wax. Repeat the melting-in 
process and scrape all but a thin film 
off with a plastic scraper. 

Running wax provides kick and glide. 
You will need to judge the snow and 
apply a running wax that is just soft 
enough to grip the snow for a good 
kick off but not so soft that it ices up. 
The ski should also be able to glide. 
Getting a balance between kick and 
glide is the tricky part. The harder 
the wax, the better the glide. 

Klister is a sticky wax that is usu¬ 
ally applied to the kicker strip (the 
area a foot or so in front and behind 
the binding). Because a ski is made 
with a slight bend called camber , the 
kicker strip only touches the ground 
when full weight is applied to the ski. 
This helps you glide on the front and 
rear portion of the ski. When your full 
weight comes down on the ski for the 
next stride, the stickier wax will grip 
and hold the ski in place while you 
power kick into the next glide. 

Waxless skis are easier to handle for 
beginners and those who don’t want 
to hassle with wax. The waxless var¬ 
iety feature molded “scales” on the ski 
bottom that prevent you from slipping 
back downhill. While they are called 
waxless, you still need to apply a basic 
glider or base wax to protect the run¬ 
ning surface. 

Nordic skiing is easy to learn and 
after only a few hours of practice you 
should be able to handle a ski tour 


into the backcountry. Practice in flat 

areas and don’t go too fast. The dia¬ 
gonal stride is just a natural extension 
of normal walking — only applied to 
a person holding two walking sticks 
and wearing long boards for shoes. 
Push off with the right pole and left 
ski and then glide for a few seconds. 
Before losing momentum, push off with 
the opposite leg and arm — the left 
pole and the right ski. When walking, 
you normally do this anyway. The right 
leg comes forward with the left arm 
and vis-versa. 

If you feel like falling, try to fall 
either to the right or left. A friend of 
mine keeled over straight ahead and 
caught a ski tip in the forehead. It 
took quite a while to stop the bleeding. 
On hillsides try to fall to the uphill 
side. You’ll have an easier job of stand¬ 
ing up. Remember the saying, “If your 
not falling, your not learning.” 

Making the jump from a day outing 
tour to an overnight snow camping trip 
requires good preparation and proper 
equipment. You should already be an 
informed, practiced backpacker. You’ll 
need a good four season tent, and a 
sleeping bag made for winter condi¬ 
tions. A full length closed-cell foam 
pad does just as much to keep you 
warm at night as does your sleeping 
bag. 

Nordic skiing is easier with an inter¬ 
nal frame pack. Their narrow dimen¬ 
sions permit freedom of arm movement. 
Skiing with a full pack is hard work 
so plan to layer your clothes. A poly¬ 
ester long underwear top may be your 
only layer while you trudge up the 
slopes. Be prepared with nylon wind 
shells, wool sweaters and polar fleece 
insulation layers. Standing around 
camp is when it gets the coldest. Snow 
booties are very important if you plan 
to have warm feet. 

Leave early in the morning on the 
first day and only plan to cover five 
or six miles. Setting up camp takes a 
lot of time, especially when fingers are 
numb and zippers get stuck. It’s better 
to have plenty of daylight at the end 
of the day for selecting a campsite and 
packing down the snow for your tent. 
This is handily done with your skis 
by side-stepping in the snow with 
small kick steps thereby forming a 
solid platform. If you don’t take the 
time, you’ll be sleeping in a hole in 
the morning. 

Eat lots of high complex carbohy- 
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drates for energy and add a bit more 
fat to your backcountry menus. Fre¬ 
quent snacking is a good way to keep 
the furnace stoked and with shorter 
rest breaks you’ll prevent chilling. 
Drink plenty of liquids. Dehydration 
compounds hypothermia’s dangerous 
effects on circulation by further re¬ 
ducing blood volume. As the blood 
thickens and circulates more slowly, 
there’s less oxygen going to those oxy¬ 
gen starved cells. This could lead to 
severe forms of mountain sickness. 

Be safe and smart before even step¬ 
ping out the front door of your home. 
Check the weather report and make 
sure there are no storms forecast dur¬ 
ing your planned trip. Then plan as 
if you will encounter a blizzard. Notify 
family, friends and forest rangers of 
your trip itinerary and then check 
back with them when you leave the 
area. 

Backcountry skiing opens up to you 
the wonderland of the winter wilder¬ 
ness. Practice with short trips only a 
few minutes from the car. Then once 
you’ve mastered the skis, the clothing 
and the food, there’s no limit to your 
horizons. •

Firing from a standing position 
without a rest and using one and two- 
hand holds at targets from about 10 
to 50 yards, we were impressed with 
the inherent accuracy of the pistol. 
After a brief familiarization with the 
gun and the sights, which were not 
adjusted, we were able to repeatedly 
make hits on bottles, cans, jugs and 
other objects we shot at. I had misses 
of course, but many of these were near 
enough to the targets that I could tell 
this gun is quite accurate. There were 
no malfunctions experienced with any 
of the ammunition during our test 
shooting. Trigger pull is smooth, with 
the double action pull around 12 
pounds and the single action pull 
about 4. The pistol operated smoothly 
and reliably.

The Privacy Invasion 



It is estimated that the 
federal government 
maintains nearly 
4 billion files on 
American citizens... 


The paper and plastic trail. Each item you see 
here generates at least one file about you or 
your activities. More and more agencies are 
getting access to these records about you.

mong the many rights and priv¬ 
ileges guaranteed to American 
citizens by the U.S. Constitution, no¬ 
where is there mentioned a “right” to 
privacy. 

Increasingly to both government and 
private industry, personal information 
about individuals has become a valu¬ 
able commodity, a currency to be 
traded and sold. With the continued 
increase in the value of information 
Americans are beginning to see their 
treasured illusion of privacy crumble. 

It is estimated that the Federal 
government maintains in one form or 
another nearly 4 billion files on Ameri¬ 
can citizens. These files are contained 
in nearly 7,000 computerized data 
bases spread throughout all levels of 
the U.S. government. Fighting to catch 
up is U.S. private industry. One com¬ 
pany alone, TRW Information Services, 
a consumer credit information com- 
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pany, has files on more than 120 mil¬ 
lion Americans. In any given year 
TRW sells information on up to 50 
million Americans to its subscribers. 

Survivalists who wish to maintain 
a low profile might do well to consider 
the availability of very personal and 
private information about themselves, 
to a whole range of government and 
private industry users. As is becoming 
increasingly evident in this day and 
age, information is power, and infor¬ 
mation about the individual is power 
over that individual. 

Almost all of us have drivers licenses, 
Social Security cards, birth certificates, 
voter registration cards, etc. Many have 
student loans, or have applied for a 
government job. A good percentage of 
us have served in the military. All of 
these activities have generated records 
which in almost all cases are now on 
some reel of computer tape in some 
department or agency of the govern¬ 
ment. It is estimated that an average 
person will accumulate almost 30 such 
government documents throughout his 
working life. 


It is of course obvious that the agen¬ 
cies to which you submit data about 
yourself will maintain a file about you. 
What is not so obvious is that data 
is made available to other agencies 
through the linking of computers, and 
that it might be used in a way you 
never envisioned. It has now become 
routine for federal agencies to share 
data with each other and with state 
agencies. 

Such data trading has been used 
thus far mainly in civil and criminal 
matters, locating fathers who haven’t 
paid child support by going through 
their tax records, or young males who 
haven’t registered for the draft when 
they apply for a student loan. These 
are uses of data sharing between agen¬ 
cies that few of us would argue with. 
This same ability, however, can and 
has been misused. 

Tb the IRS you are a mere one-fifth 
of an inch of computer tape. Within 
that one-fifth of an inch of tape is con¬ 
tained the last three years of your tax- 
paying life. 

Though the information supplied to 















the IRS is supposed to be confidential 
and used only in matters relating to 
tax law compliance there have been 
over the years instances where that 
information has been put to uses other 
than for which it was intended. For 
example in 1969 the Justice Depart¬ 
ment, in response to the increasing 
number of anti-war protests, estab¬ 
lished a list of persons and organiza¬ 
tions that were “politically” suspect. 
The Justice Department turned this 
list over to the IRS and requested any 
available information about those on 
the list. In response the IRS created 
a unit known as the Special Service 
Staff, SSS, whose job was to gather 
intelligence on those on the Justice 
Department list. Over 2,000 organi¬ 
zations and 5,000 individuals were 
secretly investigated by the IRS, not 
because of any suspected tax cheating, 
but solely because of their political 
opinions. The groups and individuals 
ranged from the far left to the far 
right of the political spectrum. By 1973 
word about the program had begun to 
leak out and the SSS unit was dis¬ 
banded. By the end of the same year, 
however, a new system, the Intelligence 
Gathering Retrieval System was estab¬ 
lished. This system, in just a few short 
months had a list of a half million 
names, all targeted for “general inves¬ 
tigation.” None of the people whose 
names were entered into this system 
were suspected of tax cheating. The 
only criteria for being placed in the 
system was the IRS decision that a file 
on that person might have “future 
value” 

TCMP — The IRS currently runs an 
information system known as the Tax¬ 
payer Compliance Measurement Pro¬ 
gram, TCMP. This system is used to 
predict the compliance with lax laws 
of the taxpaying public. Every so often 
the system randomly selects thousands 
of individuals across the country and 
categorizes them according to a num¬ 
ber of factors. Each one is then inves¬ 
tigated in depth, without his know¬ 
ledge, with the results of the investi¬ 
gations being fed into computers. What 
the computers give back is the statisti¬ 
cal probability of someone in a parti¬ 
cular category, be it income level, type 
of job, location of residence, etc., cheat¬ 
ing on his taxes. The IRS then uses 
this information to concentrate their 
auditors and investigators on the cate¬ 
gories of those people who have been 
predicted as most likely to cheat on 
their taxes. 

Once every 10 years, under the 


threat of legal prosecution, all Ameri¬ 
can households are required to provide 
detailed information to the U.S. Census 
Bureau. The Census Bureau assures 
the public that the information pro¬ 
vided will remain confidential. It is in 
fact true that census information is 
among the most tightly guarded infor¬ 
mation in the government. 

During times of emergency however 
such assurances of confidentiality by 
government agencies have often gone 
by the wayside. The census bureau is 
no exception. During World War I 
census data was used to locate men 
who did not register for the draft. In 
WW II census information was used 
to help roundup over 100,000 Ameri¬ 
cans of Japanese descent so that they 
could be “relocated” into internment 
camps. In both cases, long before the 
advent of the computer, the Census 
Bureau provided invaluable informa¬ 
tion to other agencies of the govern¬ 
ment. Given current technology, the 
potential for abuse of census data has 
increased a thousand fold. 

Almost 10 million people are arrested 
in the U.S. each year. Almost 6 million 
of them are either acquitted, never 
prosecuted, or have the charges against 
them dismissed. 

Regardless of the eventual outcome 
of the arrest, all of the 10 million will 
now have an arrest record. There names 
are distributed from computer system 
to computer system, and whether they 
were found innocent or not, their 
arrest record is in most cases now a 
permanent part of their lives. 

Arrest Records — Besides law en¬ 
forcement agencies at the federal, state, 
and local levels, many others have 
access to these records. Among them, 
credit bureaus, employers, college ad¬ 
mission boards, landlords, insurance 
companies, the press, licensing agen¬ 
cies, etc. While some of these parties 
are limited by law as to how they can 
use this information, i.e., employers of 
15 or more persons cannot deny you 
a job if you were arrested but not con¬ 
victed, others can use the information 
as they see fit. In most cases they are 
not even required to tell you that they 
are using your arrest record in their 
decisions about you. 

Some states have enacted laws con¬ 
cerning the availability and use of 
arrest records by third parties. Most 
states however, either have no such 
regulations, or have regulations with 
so many loopholes that they in effect 
allow virtually anyone access to crimi¬ 
nal records. 


Federal regulations regarding access 
to your records cover federal agencies 
and those state systems which receive 
funding from the Justice Department 
(formerly administered by the now 
defunct Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration, LEAA). According to 
the American Civil Liberties Union, 
“given all the exceptions of the LEAA 
regulations... it cannot be said that the 
personal data in criminal justice 
records are confidential in any prac¬ 
tical sense.” 

A statement by Supreme Court 
Justice William Rhenquist seems to 
sum up the view of various levels of 
government regarding the confidential¬ 
ity of criminal justice records, “to 
speak of an arrest as a private occur¬ 
rence seems to. . . stretch even the 
broadest definition of the idea of pri¬ 
vacy beyond the breaking point” 

One other note about arrest records. 
They may not necessarily be confined 
to use only in the U.S. If your name 
appears in the FBI’s National Crime 
Information Center computers, NCIC, 
(if you have been arrested it almost 
surely does), then police officials from 
over 120 countries have access to it 
through Interpol, the international 
police organization. Interpol has a 
direct hookup to the NCIC system 
through the U.S. Treasury Department, 
and can query the system in the same 
way as U.S. police officers. It is quite 
conceivable that you could find a file 
on yourself in such exotic places as 
Iran or Uganda, especially if you had 
ever applied for a visa to travel to one 
of those lovely scenic spots. 

For a mere $7.50 a landlord in the 
metropolitan Los Angeles area can 
receive a detailed personal history of 
a potential tenant. If you live in a 
metropolitan area and have ever filed 
a complaint against your landlord, or 
if you have ever been sued by your 
landlord, these facts are available to 
anyone who wishes to go through the 
public records. Since 1977 however 
there has been little need to do it 
yourself. A company called U.D. Regis¬ 
try, and now many similar companies, 
have been computerizing these public 
records and selling this information to 
landlords under the guise of protect¬ 
ing landlords from unreliable tenants. 
These data bases have sprung up 
across the country. 

People who have legitimately filed 
suit against landlords for perfectly 
justifiable reasons, are now finding 
themselves on a tenant blacklist. Land¬ 
lords use these services to screen out 
potential troublemakers from consider-

ation as tenants. The merits of the 
prior lawsuit, whether you won or lost 
etc., are relevant factors to many 
b uilding owners who subscribe to these 
services. By simply exercising your 
legal rights, perhaps many years ago, 
you are in jeopardy of being unable 
to find a place to live. Further, there 
are no laws against landlords using 
these data services in their decisions 
of whom to rent to. 

Do you think that your banking 
activities are just between you and 
your bank? While federal officials are 
required to go through specific proce¬ 
dures in order to obtain your banking 
records, individuals such as landlords, 
investigators, or businesses such as 
insurance companies are not required 
to do so. In only a few states are 
banks regulated as to what informa¬ 
tion they may give out and to whom 
it may be disclosed without account 
holders 5 permission. Most states leave 
the matter up to the banks themselves 
to decide. Some banks are very lax, 
others very strict regarding the provid¬ 
ing of information to outside parties. 

Banks are required by law to main¬ 
tain microfilm records of the checks 
you have written against your account 
for at least the past five years. Think 
for a moment about the information 
that can be had about you by looking 
at your checking history. Organizations 
to which you belong and have paid 
dues to, the types of magazines you sub¬ 
scribe to, individuals you have dealt 
with, your drinking habits (if you have 
paid for liquor store purchases by 
check), your religious affiliations if you 
donate by check, the number of visits 
made to your physician (or psychiatrist), 
etc., etc. Your checkbook is like a tel¬ 
escope into your life for anyone inter¬ 
ested enough to look. 

If you have ever been in the hospital 
or applied for life or health insurance, 
or made a personal injury claim, the 
odds are that somewhere along the line 
you signed a consent form allowing the 
release of information about yourself. 
The odds are that that information 
wound up in the computers of the 
Medical Information Bureau, MIB. 

Until 1973 very few people even 
knew of the existence of the MIB. It 
was in that year, through the inves¬ 
tigations of Senator William Proxmire, 
that information about the MIB, or as 
Senator Proxmire called it, “the med¬ 
ical CIA,” began to become available. 


The MIB is the national data bank 
shared by the 780 member insurance 
companies. It is headquartered in 
Greenwich, Conn., and has files on 
more than 10 million people in the 
U.S. The MIB was formed to provide 
relevant information to insurers about 
applicants for medical or life insur¬ 
ance policies. 

The information contained in MIB 
files ranges from the results of med¬ 
ical tests such as Xrays, blood tests, 
EKGs etc., to information regarding 
specific illnesses. Codes in the MIB sys¬ 
tem denote such things as respiratory, 
cardiovascular, or gastrointestinal ill¬ 
nesses, as well as psychiatric diagnoses 
and prior claims against insurers. Even 
such things as driving habits or engag¬ 
ing in risky or hazardous sports have 
become part of MIB files. 

The bulk of MIB information is 
obtained by having insurers pool their 
information about their clients in the 
MIB system. When you go to your doc¬ 
tor or to a hospital and use your insur¬ 
ance coverage to pay, that information 
goes from the doctor or hospital to the 
insurance company and then into the 
MIB system. 

With almost a half million files 
added to the MIB each year maintain¬ 
ing accuracy of the data becomes a 


horrendous logistical problem often 
resulting in false data being entered 
into the system. If you have ever been 
denied insurance, or have had your 
insurance premiums unaccountably 
raised, ask your doctor to assist you 
in obtaining your MIB files. In most 
cases MIB will only release its infor¬ 
mation about you to the insurance 
community or to a licensed physician. 

Credit, Investigation Records — 
Ideally, credit reporting companies, of 
which there are five major ones in the 
U.S., will issue only objective and fac¬ 
tual data concerning your credit wor¬ 
thiness, and then only to a potential 
lender. 

Unfortunately credit reports, many 
with glaring inaccuracies, often find 
their way into the hands of employers, 
insurance companies, law enforcement 
and other government agencies, land¬ 
lords, and many others whom you most 
likely did not envision as having access 
to these records. 

Worse still is the problem of accuracy 
of the data compiled by credit report¬ 
ing companies. Each year TRW, the lar¬ 
gest credit reporting company, receives 
complaints from some 350,000 indivi¬ 
duals upon whom it has furnished 
reports. On average over 100,000 of 
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those complaints result in TRW chang¬ 
ing the information in its records. 

The amassing of credit information 
is such a growing and lucrative bus¬ 
iness in the U.S. that TRW owns and 
uses the world’s single largest concen¬ 
tration of computers, outside of the 
government, to handle the massive flow 
of data. 

Credit reports, while not always 
accurate, at least attempt to deal only 
with facts. Not so investigative reports. 

The investigative report primarily 
concerns itself not with objective facts, 
but with subjective opinions regarding 
a person’s lifestyle. These opinions are 
most frequently those of neighbors, 
friends, and business associates. 

The primary users of such reports are 
insurance companies and employers. 
One company, Equifax Inc., is by far 
the dominant force in the investiga¬ 
tive report field. With 7,000 investi¬ 
gators on its staff, Equifax compiles 
more than 20 million investigative 
reports each year. 

Typically an Equifax investigator 
will spend 20 minutes or so talking 
to a neighbor, former employer, or some 
other acquaintance of the person being 
investigated. The questions asked will 
concern themselves with the subject’s 
personality and lifestyle. The result¬ 
ing report will frequently read like a 
supermarket tabloid. For example 
these tidbits were taken from actual 
Equifax reports, — the subject uses 
“his hands in an effeminate manner,” 
or in another case the subject practiced 
“moral standards and habits which 
may not be accepted standards of 
society.” 

With 20 million reports being made 
by Equifax alone (there are other com¬ 
panies doing investigative reports) the' 
potential for damage in lost jobs or 
promotions, and insurance coverage 
cancellations or rejections, is enormous. 

Conclusion — “The right to be left 
alone is the most comprehensive of 
rights, and the right most valued by 
civilized man.” — The late Supreme 
Court Justice, Louis D. Brandies 

As noted by Robert Ellis Smith in 
his book Privacy ; How 7b Protect 
What's Left Of It, the concern over 
individual rights of privacy is essen¬ 
tially one of control. Control by the 
individual of personal information, its 
dissemination, its uses, and its ulti¬ 
mate effects on the course of one’s own 
life. 

The threats of privacy cited in this 
article are just a tiny fraction of the 
whole picture. That picture, through 


the advance of technology, continues 
to grow. Threats that did not exist a 
few years ago are now commonplace. 
For example, how many people are 
aware that police do not need a court 
authorization to listen in on phone 
conversations if someone is using a 
cordless phone? Or that pre-employ¬ 
ment lie detector and drug tests are 
becoming commonplace? 

One of the basic elements of survival- 
ism is preparation for as wide a range 
of possibilities and occurrences as pos¬ 
sible. Preparation in the effort to main¬ 
tain one’s privacy consists of knowing 
what your rights and options are, and 
in exercising those rights if your policy 
is violated. 

The Prisoner, a popular TV show a 
number of years ago, had in its intro¬ 
duction the voice of the main charac¬ 
ter saying, “I will not be pushed, filed, 
stamped, indexed, briefed, debriefed, 
or numbered.” Perhaps we are reach¬ 
ing the point where each of us will 
soon be able to see some of The Pris¬ 
oner in ourselves. • 


How to Find Out 
Who’s Got What On Ybu 

Under the Freedom of Information Act of 1966 
and the Privacy Act of 1974 you have the right to 
request access to records held by any federal 
agency. This access can only be denied for “com¬ 
pelling” reasons, national security for example. 

In order to get access to the records which are 
of interest to you, you must first identify the agency 
which holds the information. In your library you 
should be able to find a copy of the Federal 
Register’s Protecting Your Rights To Privacy: Digest 
of Systems of Records. This is a complete listing 
of all federal data bases in use. You might also try 
your congressman or senator’s office if you have 
trouble in locating a particular document. 

Once you locate the agency which holds the 
records you want make a written request to the 
agency’s Freedom Of Information officer. Make the 
request as specific as possible. The agency must 
respond to your request in 10 days or less. Should 
your request be denied you have the right to appeal 
the decision, and under the Privacy Act, the right 
to sue for access. 

The Fair Credit Reporting Act of 1970 allows you 
access to most of the files concerning yourself held 
by credit reporting companies. 

If you have been denied credit, or lost insurance 
or a loan, or a job opportunity, because of a credit 
or investigative report about you, you have the right 
to the name of the company issuing that report and 
the right to know the “nature and substance” of 
that report. The credit reporting companies cannot 
charge you for a copy of your report in the above 
circumstances. If you simply wish a copy of the infor¬ 
mation a credit reporting company holds on you, 
the company can charge you a modest fee for copy¬ 
ing and postage. You have the right to correct any 
false information in your file, as well as the right 
to know who has had access to your file in the past 
six months. 

The American Civil Liberties Union has free 

pamphlets detailing your right of access to records.

HEN I received notification that 
I was going to be stationed at 
Elmendorf A.F.B. Alaska, I was ecstatic. 
This was the Alaskan dream assign¬ 
ment I had been waiting for. The only 
drawback was, I had to be there in 
January. 

I had lived in Alaska as a child and 
my wife and I drove up the Alaskan 
Highway in the summer of 1978 on 
our honeymoon. The big question was, 
whether I was going to brave the 
Yukon winter to drive the 3,841 miles 
from Chanute A.F.B., Illinois, or go to 
Seattle and take the ferry. I intended 
to drive a 1986 Isuzu Trooper II and 
pull an eight-foot trailer full of items 
I would need for the first few months 


in Anchorage. I also had it packed 
tight with what I deemed important 
survival gear. 

I called the Alaska State Ferry Sys¬ 
tem and found out it would cost over 
three times the price of a vehicle fare 
to take a vehicle and trailer combi¬ 
nation. Since I had plans to use the 
trailer during my three-year tour in 
Alaska, I did not want to leave it in 
the lower forty-eight. The decision was 
made to drive the Alaskan Highway 
and pull the trailer. 

Once I made the decision to drive, 
the first thing I did was purchase a 
copy of the latest Alaskan Mile Post 
book. This book was the bible for driv¬ 
ing in the north country. My wife and 
I had successfully used it during our 
1978 trip. It had an excellent break¬ 


down of maps and explanations of what 
goes on every mile/kilometer of the 
Alaskan Highway. It showed us where 
to eat, camp, gas up or find a motel. 
You can get the book at most book 
stores or by writing to Alaska North¬ 
west Publishing Company, 130 2nd S., 
Edmonds, WA 98020. 

After enduring numerous flats and 
wearing out my front two tires because 
of a poor alignment on my 1978 trip, 
I swore, If I ever went again, the first 
thing I would do to the vehicle I would 
drive, was to get a front end alignment 
and a new set of tires. 

You will need an extra spare tire and 
a couple of cans of fix-a-flat. They 
might come in handy. Even if you are 
driving a four-wheel-drive vehicle, you 
need to get a set of tire chains and 
some bungie cords to help with the 
inevitable traction problems you will 
have. The highway will be plowed, but 
you will routinely be driving on packed 
snow throughout the entire trip. If you 
have a four-wheel-drive, you might con¬ 
sider having two sets of tire chains, 
so you can chain-up all four tires. You 
will be amazed at how much traction 
you will have. Try the chains on before 
you need them to make sure you know 
how to put them on, and that you 
have the correct size. 

After acquiring the tires and chains 
I continued with the maintenance of 
my vehicle. I had a tune-up done and 
an oil change. I had the thinnest oil 
recommended for my vehicle put in, 
in anticipation of the thickening capa¬ 
bilities of the cold weather on oil. 
Make sure you take an adequate sup¬ 
ply of oil with you. 

Extra gas cans are a must, especially 
in the winter. A lot of the mom and 
pop gas stations that are open in the 
summer are closed down for the winter 
season. As a minimum, I would sug¬ 
gest at least two 5-gallon gas cans. 
Even if you have a vehicle with a built 
in spare gas tank take one 5-gallon 
can. You never know when you may 
have to hitch 50 miles to get gas 
because of a puncture hole in your gas 
tank. Carry some epoxy-based gas tank 
leak sealant to fix that hole before 
pouring in that 5 gallons of gas you 
worked so hard to acquire. 

Cold — It is going to get cold! I mean

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cold like you may have never exper¬ 
ienced before. Because of this, your 
engine needs some special consider¬ 
ation. There are a number of in-line 
heater systems available; one may be 
installed to your radiator system and 
other options are block heaters or dip¬ 
stick heaters. There are also magnetic 
electric heaters that you can stick on 
your oil pan or the bottom of the 
radiator. These will warm things up 
to help your engine turn over easier 
when starting. I took a battery charger 
and used it a couple of mornings when 
the battery was slow in turning the 
engine over. I parked close enough to 
my motel room so I could run an exten¬ 
sion cord out to the vehicle. Be careful 
when jumping a battery in cold wea¬ 
ther. You don’t want it to explode in 
your face. 

One of the unique items I took was 
one of those new ceramic electric 
heaters. This was useful in heating my 
sometimes cold hotel room. On occa¬ 
sion, I placed it on the floor of the 
vehicle, hooked it up and was ready 
to go. In the morning when I got up, 
the first thing I did was turn on all 
the electric devices. This would help 
ensure a good start by the time I was 
ready to hit the road. 

I took along a Coleman Beak Stove 
for any emergency cooking. If I had a 
problem with the oil getting too stiff, 
I could place the stove under the oil 
pan and heat up the thickened oil. 
Along with the stove I took a Coleman 
lantern, a candle lantern and a num¬ 
ber of extra candles. One homemade 
item I had was a long burning candle 
made from a 9-inch metal cookie tin, 
old candles and wax. By pouring hot 
wax into the tin with four candles 
standing up I created an excellent light 
and cooking source. I kept this inside 
the vehicle at all times, along with 
matches. 

For emergency food I took a couple 
of cases of meals ready to eat (MRE) 
and a 25-pound bag of rice. I had no 
plans on eating this stuff, but it was 
there just in case. I had an ice chest 
with me for holding items such as soda 
in that I didn’t want to freeze and 
burst. 

As you read this article you will get 
the feeling that I took a lot of items 
with me that I would never use. The 
idea was not to have to use any of the 
survival items, but to have them just 
in case. There are spots on the Alaskan 
Highway where you can be 50 miles 
in either direction from help. In the 
summertime this is no real problem, 
people are always coming by and the 
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Alaskan Highway

you make a side trip into a snowbank or ditch.

code of the Alaskan Highway is you 
will stop and offer whatever help you 
can. This is not the case in winter. 
You can drive for hours and not see 
another vehicle. 


The highway is a major trucking 
route; however, trucks are not allowed 
to run on statute holidays in Canada. 
Because of this, a lot of the gas sta¬ 
tions and businesses that stay open in 
the winter to service the truckers are 
not open on these holidays. 

An electric hot plate was very use¬ 
ful. At night in the motel, if I didn’t 
want to go out to eat I could cook up 
some canned “what-ever” and save 
myself having to make another trip out 
in the cold. In the morning I would 
boil up a thermos full of hot water for 
making coffee during the day’s driving. 

There were no plans to camp because 
of the extreme cold, but I did have 
sleeping bags inside my vehicle. If I 
got stuck someplace I could at least 
keep from freezing until help arrived. 
I actually took two and placed one 
inside the other for extra warmth. 

You need to have a tool box with 
assorted tools and repair items, such 
as extra fan belts and hose repair kits. 
A tire repair kit along with a portable 
12-volt air pump could be useful. A 
couple of flashlights and some spare 
bulbs and batteries are needed. Ex¬ 
treme cold tends to make your batter¬ 
ies function weaker than normal. Road 
flares and the new chemical lightsticks 
are useful. 

A fire extinguisher that is readily 
available inside the vehicle so as not 
to freeze is strongly recommended. If 
you have a small fire there is no one 
who can come to your aid soon enough 
to keep your vehicle from burning up. 

For traction, besides your tire chains, 
a bag of sand, salt or even kitty litter 
should go with you. Placing this in 
front of and behind a slippery and 
spinning tire will help you get that 
needed traction. A good shovel and ax 
should accompany you. Make sure both 
are sharpened before you start the trip. 

I carried a Hi-Lift Jack and corne¬ 
a-long pulley system, along with a 
heavy duty chain and two 30-foot steel 
cables with hooks on both ends. This 
was in case I really got stuck I could 
winch myself out. A couple of pulleys 
can make a vehicle recovery operation 
go even smoother. The Hi-Lift Jack is 
an excellent item to have. If you slide 
into a ditch you use it to lift the vehi¬ 
cle to put the chains on or place logs 
under the tires for traction. Then you 
use the Hi-Lift Jack as a winch and 
pull the vehicle free. The item is a 
real must. 


I personally would not travel the 
Alaskan Highway without a firearm 
or two, however, the Canadians have 
different gun laws. Handguns are com¬ 
pletely out. You simply cannot take 
them through Canada. Rifles and shot 
guns are allowed, but they have to 
have a barrel of at least 18Vfe inches 
in length. This can cause you a prob¬ 
lem since a rifle can be bought in the 
U.S. with a 16-inch barrel and shot¬ 
guns with an 18-inch barrel. Make 
sure you measure the barrels prior to 
leaving the U.S. The Canadians will 
check thoroughly and you could waste 
a day making arrangements to take 
care of any firearms that do not meet 
Canadian standards. 

You have to plan out your personal 
clothing for the trip. Get rid of cotton 
blue jeans and tennis shoes. Wool is 
the material of choice, followed by the 
synthetic materials that retain body 
warmth. Don’t just buy a big parka 
and figure that is all you will need. 
Layering is the only way to dress. 
Start with long underwear, followed by 
wool shirts and sweaters than can be 
taken off and put on as needed. The 
inside of your vehicle will not stay as 
warm as you would like even with the 
heat turned all the way up. Do not get 
out of your vehicle without your coat, 
hat, and gloves on. It takes very little 
time to contract frostbite in the Yukon. 
Make sure you have some type of ex¬ 
treme cold weather footwear and you 
can change your socks twice a day. 

If you are pulling a trailer you need 
a spare tire and an extra trailer hitch 
ball. I saw a guy who snapped his 
trailer ball off in the middle of no¬ 
where and did not have a spare. He 
was stranded and freezing. 

Plan your trip out well ahead of 
time. If you take the items that I 
recommended more than likely when 
you reach Alaska uneventfully, you 
will be wondering why you brought 
along all that junk. If you have an 
emergency on the way, it will not be 
thought of as junk. Your winter trip 
on the Alaskan Highway can be a real 
adventure or an absolute disaster and, 
in most cases, it will be up to you how 
the trip will turn out. My recommen¬ 
dation is do it, enjoy it, and take your 
camera. Remember you will have claim 
to some outstanding bragging rights 
after the trip. A few pictures will go 
a long way for your image as a person 
of the Northwoods. •
